The fifth annual exh bition of the Edmon- 


ton agricultural society will be held on Thurs- 
day next. There is every prospect of an ex: 


cellent turn out of both spectators and ex- 
hibitors, and of exhivits ae well. It is quite 
possibie thatin some parts of the world the 
exhibition business is carried to snch an ex- 
treme as to be a nuisance to the public and 
an injury tothe farmers themselves, This 
certainly has never been the case here, and 
indeed up to the present year farmers have 
been rather lacking in the interest that they 
might reasonably be expected to feel. There 
is every prospect, hovvever, that the extra- 
ordinary interest manifested this season will 
make amends for the slackness of the past. 

If there was not another agricultural ex- 
hibition held in the country it would still be 
advisable to hold one at Edmonton. This is 
at present the most northerly purely agricul- 
tural settlement on the continent, Condi- 
tions are naturally expected to be different 
from what they are in more southern lati- 
tudes, Consequently farming is to a very 
great extent experimental, Experiment has 
proved that somegrains and vegetables which 
a few years ayo it was thought impossible to 
raise here grow well and that the climate and 
country are extra well suited for the raising 
of all the domestic animals, It yet remains 
to be proved what varieties of grains, vevet- 
ables and domestic animals do the best, what 
treatment will produce the best results, and 
what varieties yet untried will succeed, The 
exhibition offers an opportunity for the com- 
parison of results from all parts of the dis- 
trict, which if fully taken advantage of cannot 
fail to be of the greatest benetit to the farm. 
ers and through them to the rest of the com- 
munity. If it is established that a certain 
variety of grain or roots, or a certain method 
of cultivation, or a certain class of stock will 
increase the profits of farming the district 
will gain thereby many times the cost of the 
show. The exhibition gives every man the 
advantage of the exhibitors’ experience in- 
stead of having foexperiment for himself. in 
each line, thereby increasing the veneral 
knowledge at the least, individual ex pense. 

Outside altogether of the local ad vantages 
arising fromthe exhibition are those aceruing 
to the territories and the country at large if 
it is the success that is expected and proper 
means are taken to make public its results. 
The great objection to Canada and especially 

the North-West is its northern latitude. 
Every year thousands of men from the Brit 
ish islands and northern Europe, to whom 
Canada offers a more congenial climate and 
better opportunities than any other country 
KO tow More southern latitude on account of 
this prejudice. so with people leaving east- 
ern Canada itself, They will not believe that 
we have a climate and soil suited tothe growth 
aad perfection of ail the ordinary 
ducts of Canada or Great Britain, and there 
fore they go to the States. But when it is 
known if it is possible to wake it known 
as will be demonstrated by 
that in latitude 534 north there isa large 
exricuitural district where the principal 
brains and vegetables can be £rown to as 
Breat perfection as any where else in the 
world, it must be conceded that the vast

Little or no game was seen by Pilon and 
Moody on their whole trip. Even ducks 
were zearce, Chipewyan is noted as a great 
place for waterfowl in the fall, but none were 
there when the explorerers passed. Fond du 
Lac is noted as theyreatest place iu the world 
for caribou hunting, but the caribou were 
also out of season. In their semi-annual 
migrations north and south they swim the 
lake near the fort and are killed in the water 
with spears. Fish too were scarce all the 
way until some distance east of Cbipewyan 
There a lot of jackfish were caught. From 
Big Bay eastward both speckled and salmon 
trout were caught in unlimited numbers, At 
Fond du Lac the fishery extends the year 
round, 

They prospected for gold along the Atha. 
basca to the mouth of the Clearwaterand yot 
colors that far but none in the mouth of the 
Clearwater and none below. Rock formation 
is not noticeable until Grand Rapids are 
reached. There the banks of the river are 
sandstone with many boulders. Below the 
Grand Rapids they noticed what they be- 
lieved to be slate and also plumbago. Twenty 
miles below Grand Rapids is what is said to 
be a sulphur spring in the river. The water 
bubbles upin an area about 50 yards in di- 
ameter, but they could tind neither taste nor 
smell from it. At the Moberly rapid lime- 
Stone rock begins to show mixed with the 
sandstone and continues all through the 
rapids. The tar beyins with the limestone 
and continues down the river to about 100 
tiles below McMurray. Although the coun- 
try around C} ipewyan is entirely rocky it 
does not appear to be mineral bearing ;° but 
from the western side of Big bay to Fond du 
Lac along the north shore it has every ap- 
pearance of a rich mineral country. The 
rock is chiefly granite. There are many 
veins of greenish-white quartz, supposed to 
contain copper or perhaps silver. East of 
Fond du Lac they saw nothing of apparent 
value except mica, of which large quantities 
lay seattered along the lake shore. The south 
shore of the lake promises nothing in the way 
of mineral, ‘ 

It. McMurray is situated in the forks of 
the Clearwater and the 4 thabasca on the east 
bank of the latter. It is a small but well 
kept and important post, being at the head 
of steamboat navigation on the lower Atha- 
basca. Chipewyan is the head post of the 
H.B. district and is situated on a rocky cape 
on the north shore near the eastern end and 
outlet of the lake. The buildings are large, 
substantial, clean and neatly arranged and 
there are a large number of them. There is 
ehurch of England mission and Roman 
Catholic mission near by with schools in con- 
nection with each, The fort aud missions 
raise potatoes and keep a few cattle, but how 
the cattle were got there, what they find to 
live on in the suumeramongst the roeks and 
timber, or where the hay is procured for their 
support during the winter the explorers did 
votdiscover, Besidesthe cattle the settle- 
ment boasts one horse, Archdeacon Keeves, 
the church of Eagland missionary, keeps the 
meteorological station. Last winter the high- 
est wind was 25 miles an hour and the low- 
est thermometer 61 below Provisions were 
very scarce last winter, Fond du Lae is an 
hnportant post on account of the large 
amount of deer meat secured there and has 
very good buildings. here is a Koman 
Catholic mission there 

The trip occupied 110 days and covered a 
distance of 750 miles each way. Both men 
had good health and yood luck throughout 


and are well satisfied with the results so far. |

The best shot was made by Jas. Reid and H. 
Fraser, who firing both barrels of their guns 
at once killed twenty-four wavys. J. Brown 
and (. Fraser brought down fifteen with a 
double shot on two occasions, and six times 
J. Brown brought down six with a double 
shot. Geese are scarce. 


TRRATY payments in the Edmonton agency 
cominenced as annonuced on Thursday at 
the Two Hills reserve. Only about #200 was 
out, chiefly to old women and children. 

he able-bodied members of the band, which 
is reduced to about 100 inembers by the scrip 
issue, did not e4 in an appearance. They 
are dissatisfied at not being allowed scrip. 
The band is now without a chief, and those 
members of it who do not want scrip wish to 
remove to another reserve. 


Quirk a stampede to Haney’s mine up the 
river has been developed this week. Mr. 
Rainboth who is surveying in that vicinity 
reports having extracted metal from a small 
portion of the rock of the mine by the aid of 
a blow pipe. It is said that Lamoureux’ mill 
half way to the mine was shut down for seve- 
ral days while every man connected with it 
struck out for the mine to locate a claim. 
Several parties left town on Thursday and Fri- 
day to locate claims. The township survey 
going on in the vicinity at the present time 
makes the accurate location and survey ot 
the claims very easy. 


A cow was found killed in the bushes on the 
bank of the Upper Sturgeon river near 3. 
Cunningham's place on Tuesday, with only a 
small portion of the meat taken away. On 
being notified Mr. Cunningham examined the 
carcasc and concluded that the animal had 
been killed on Sunday night but could not 
find out who the owner was. By following 
the track he found that a single horseman 
had driven the cow from the direction of Egy 
lake and crossed the creek near where she 
was killed.
